(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 96/04902 (US Patent equivalent-Selcine et al. 

Sekine et al teach a plaster comprising a salt of diclofenac (abstract) 0.05-5% is 
specified (column 2 lines 65-66). Antiseptics, Including behzalkonium chloride, are 
disclosed (column 4, lines 41-44). 0.65% is specified (example 6 lines 51-52).
